The Secretary reported that there was due to the
County Societies in East Tennessee, trom the last
Division Fair at Kuoxville, the sum of $237, f0;
which, being left unappropriated to premiums,
should under ihe 80th section of the act, be distribu
ted among the County Societies iu East Tennessee.
It was, by general consent, decided, that the County
Societies interested should apply for the sum in
question to the commissioner, if lb claim it.

Re'oh'ed, Tliat the Bureau will for the future
adopt the rule of announcing the premiumus to be
offered for the principal field crops of the country,
and for the best managed farms, and all such ob-

jects as require muh preliminary preparation da
ring the Fall in advance of the year of Exhibition,
and recommend to the managers of the various Di-

vision and County Fairs to adopt the same rule.
Dr. Gar lon then proposed a list of premiums for

field crops for the next biennial fair; which, after
amendment, was adopted as follows :

On the best 10 acres of Wheat - tl00
u " Corn - - f 100
" " ' " " Cotton - - 1oo
The consideration of these premiums elicited a

discussion in which all the members of the bureau
participate I. Gov. Johnson suggested that the
premium rather be for the largest increase
crop, than for the largest crop ; so tiiat the owner
of poor and worn out land might fairly compete
with the owner of rich land. The suggestion was
discussed t length; when, finally, Dr. Jackson,
offered the fallowing, which was adopted unani-
mously :

These premiums are not to be bestowed until an
accurate report is made ot the model of prepara
tion ol soil, ana ot cultivation, ana ot tne amount
of lutxirand of fertilizers employed 111 the produc
tion of the crop, accompanied with satisfactory evi-

dence as to the measurement of area, and of its
product. And iu no instance is a premium to be
awarded where, from the report of expenditure of
labor and cost of fertilizers, the committee is satis
tied that the profit is not such as would justify them
in recommending the mode to tbe Slate at'large for
general adoption.

Dr. F. II. Gordon, Dr. Alexander Jackson
and Col. D. P. Armstrong were appointed dele- -

gates to the United States Agricultural Society,
which meets in Washington in February next.

Gen. W G. Harding, S. F. Cockrill, Esq.,
and Willo. Williams, Esq., were appointed a
comtnmittee to advise with the Secretary of

the Bureau in the selection of papers from the
reports of County Societies for the biennial
report.

Mr. Jared, of White county, offered the fol-

lowing preamble and resolution, which were
adopted :

Whereas, The agricultural interest of tbe coun-
try is paramount to all other interests, and whereas
the common system of tilling the soil is rapidly ex-

hausting iu fertility ; and whereas but few of the
farmers of this State have the means of ascertain-
ing, by scientific analysis of their soils their defi-

ciencies iu those properties necessary to enable
them toipp'y the necessary fertilizers to the best
advantage therefore, .

Renolmd, That a careful analysis of the soil iu
every county of the State, with a full report of com-

ponent parts, and with full suggestions as to tha
deficiencies of the soil iu thi various localities, and
the remedies to be provided in order to supply the
nutriment needed to support and stimulate the va
rious crops is regarded by this Bureau as one of the
most important and valuable servict which the
State Geologist can render to the general interest
of the State.

RiJd, That the attention of the Legislature is

respectfully called to this subject, and to a provis-

ion to increase the salary of the Geologist so as to
afford
